President Remembered Mike Crohin,
Who Drove Him on Last Stage Be¬

fore Taking Train to Reach

McKinley's Deathbed.

NEW YORK, Fobruary _.;..President

Roosevelt wus tho chlef speaker to-nlght
at a great mass meeting at Car.neglo
Hnll, held "to do hbn'or to tho ohnractcr
nnd lnbors of John Wesley, tbe foundur
of Mothodlsm, scholar, mlsslonary, phl-
lnuthroplst, proacher, Keiitleman." Tho
meeting was held under the ausplces of
tho New York Tliank Offerlng Com¬

mission, whlch has had charge of the
local work of tho Twontlcth Century
Thank Offerlng Fund of twenly mllllons
of dollars, that has been ralaed by tho
Methodlsts throughout the country to col-
ebrate tho advent of the twenticth cen¬
tury of the Chrlstlan era.

Samuel \V. Browno sat with President
Rcosovelt nt hls right, nnd on tho plnt-
fortn wero soveral blshops and clcrgy.
Tho hall was crowdod to tho doors nnd

huudrods were unnble to gabi admlsslon.
1'iesldenl Roosevelt reached the hall, es-

corted by a detachment of mountod po¬
llce, nt S:30. As he allghted from hls car-

rlage ho wns liallod by a young man, who
waa struggllng in tho crowd nnd whom
the pollco wero trylng to force back.
Tm Mlko Cronln, Mr. President, and l
want to hoar you speak," he- shouted.
President Roosovolt Instantly rocognlzed
liini ns tho di'ivor wlio drove hlm on tho
lnst stngo of hls Journey to North Creek
to tako tho train for Buffnlo, after belng
notlfled ot tho death of President Mc-
Klnley,

"Dellglitod to see you," replled tho
President, who, nddresslng tho pollce,
sald, "I.ct that man pass."

brldge ln Llberty Stroet, Clnclnnatl. and
throw hor Into tlie canal; ln lndiunapolis
on July, 1«)5, I killed Ida Gehhard; on

December 22, ISi/J, I killed my wlfe, Annle
Knapp, at No. S30 South Fourtll Street.
in Hunillton, and throw her lnto tho rlver
ut Llndenwald. Thls ls tho truth.

Tho confesslon cloars up the mystery

of at least ono death.that of Jennie
Connors Knapp, Knapp's second wlfe.
Thls woman's body was found In tho
slugglsh waters of a canal near Cln¬
clnnatl. Brulsos were discovored on tho
head, but an investlgation led to no doll-
nlto concluslon cpneoming tlie manner
of her death.
Tho mo.it recent of the niurders to

whlch Knapp hua confessed.that of hls
third wlfo, Annle Goddard Knapp, of
Hamllton.led to hls arr'e.st at tlie homo
of hls fourth brldo ln Indlanapolls. An
tincle of tho vlctlm. hearing of Knapp's
marriage to a Mlss Gamblo ln lndiunapo¬
lis a fow days after tho mysterlous dls-
appearance of hls nlece, formerly Annio
Goddard, started an Investlgation.
Tho pollco were preparotl for a grue-

snmo story to-day, Knapp having ad-
mlttcd hls guilt of tho Goddard murdor
last nlght, but they were dumrounded
at tlie revelations whieh tho prisoner
mado when put undor oath to-day.
After thls confesslon Knapp admltted

thut ho had repeatedly assaulted women.

Ho sald":

glrl; sat down with hor. SIio crled and
I strangled her with a towol and hur-
rled from tho house.

"I wasc mad at my wlfe, Jennlo Con¬
nors Knapp. when 1 killed her. Wo were

walklhg along Llberty Street. I sat her
down under tho brldge nnd choked her
to death. I deny that 1 polsoned her.
I nover told any ono I dld. After sho
was dead I threw the body Into tho
canal.
.Ida Gehhard I killed, but my memory

ls not clear as to what I dld. I cannot

tell what made me klll theso people. I
could not help it. Somo kiud of a de-
.slro to klll took hold of me. and I could
not reslst tho temptatlon to klll. I am

sorry for my crlmes. but now I hope
they wlll be. easy with mo."
Aftor the oonfessions a formal charge

of murder In the flrst degreo was flled.
Attorney C. E. Tenny, Clnclnnatl, was

allowed to see Knapp, and told hlm to
malto no further statement. Knapp was

surprised that hls people had sccurod a

lawyer for hlm.
Knapp talks much of the Pearl Bryan

murdor, and is a.fraid' of belng lynchod.
Knapp ls now suspected of strangllng

threo women at Evansylllo, Ind., and of

kllllng women elsewherc, He was In the
Clnclnnatl Houso of Refugo whon sovon-

teen years old .and new rocorda are bolng
dlscovered Hlmost hourly.
